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MEDICAL  TALKS 
PROVE  FEATURE 
OF  CONVOCATION 

Three  Doctors  Give 
Lectures  on  Health 
To  Students. 


This  last  series  of  cotsvocation 
px-ograms  brought  to  us  several 
members  of  the  faculty  and  also 
another  group  of  speakers  repre¬ 
senting  the  Iowa  State  Medical 
society. 

On  Monday,  Oct.  11,  Professor 
H.  J.  Kuhlmann  of  the  English 
department  spoke  to  the  Wartburg 
students  on  Gal.  5:16.  “Walk  in  the 
Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not  fulfill  the 
lusts  of  the  flesh.”  Professor  Kuhl¬ 
mann  said  that  walking  in  the 
Spirit  did  not  only  mean  in  be- 
lle%ing  in  Jesus  Christ,  or  being 
baptized  but  also  receiving  the 
Spirit  daily  and  letting  him  rule 
our  hearts,  thoughts,  words  end 
deeds. 

Medical  Lectures. 

Dr.  J.  Stuart  McQuiston  of  Ce¬ 
dar  Rapids,  Iowa,  lectured  to  the 
student  body.  Tu^ay,  Oct.  12,  on 
the  subject  “Upkeep  and  Energy 
Supply”.  Dr.  McQuiston  explained 
to  us  the  protein  foods,  carbohy¬ 
drates,  fats,  vitamins  and  minerals 
and  how  they  are  employed  in  our 
body.  He  also  pointed  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  each  of  these  elements  for 
our  daily  supply  of  ener^  to  keep 
our  bodies  in  good  condition. 

At  Thursday's  convocation  Dr. 
Kern  introduced  to  us  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  speaker's  bureau  in 
this  medical  series,  Dr.  Daniel  J. 
Glomset  of  Des  Moines,  who  talk¬ 
ed  on  “Infection  and  Resistance.” 
“i  am  here,”  said  Dr.  Glomset, 
“to  enlist  your  aid  in  the  fight 
against  germs."  He  continued, 
"The  price  of  man’s  gregariousness 
is  man's  diseases.”  In  conclusion 
Dr.  Glomset  said,  "Surgery  of  to¬ 
day  is  not  ir.  skill  necessarily,  but 
in  knowing  how  to  wash  hands.” 

Organ  is  Explained. 

"The  Mechanical  Aspect  of  the 
Hammond  Organ"  was  a  short 
talk  given  by  Professor  Liemohn 
on -Monday.  Oct.  18,  as'an  intro¬ 
duction  to  the  evening's  lyceum 
program  which  featured  James 
Robert  Gillette  at  the  Hammond 
organ.  IVofessor  Liemohn  said  the 
Hammond  organ  is  an  offshoot  of 
radio  development  and  is  as  mar- 
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velous  an  invention  as  the  radio 
Itself.  “Whether  the  Hammond 
gan  with  its  synthetic  tones  is 
cepted  by  the  music  lovers  will 
have  to  be  determined  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,"  he  concluded. 

Coeds  Hear  Talk. 

On  Tuesday,  Oct.  19,  the  girls 
of  Wartburg  college  were  privil¬ 
eged  to  hear  Dr.  Madelene  M. 
Donnelly  of  Mason  City  speak  on 
the  Physiology  of  Reproduction. 
'Self  control,"  said  Dr.  Donnelly, 
"is  born  of  knowledge  and  rever¬ 
ence  in  underetanding”,  and  thus 
she  explained  to  us  in  brief  the 
science  of  life.

Dr.  A.  E.  Haefner  insti'uclor  of 
Greek  at  Wartburg  college  spoke 
to  the  student  body  on  Wednesday, 
Oct.  20.

Society  on  E^’obiems  of 
Young  Ministers. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Pre-theological  society  October  13, 
Dr.  Alfred  E.  Haefner  addressed 
the  society  on  the  subject:  “Basic 
Requirements  for  the  Lutheran 
Ministry." 

Confidence  Most  Important. 
“Many  demands  are  made  upon 
the  modern  minister  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel.  but  in  a  talk  of  this  kind  it 
probably  advisable  to  concen- 
ite  attention  on  a  single  re¬ 
quirement  without  which  no  pas¬ 
tor  can  be  successful.  That  re¬ 
quirement  is  the  ability  to  win 
and  hold  the  confidence  of  his 
people,”  said  Dr.  Haefner.  “Our 
Lutheran  church  people  will  forget 
and  overlook  many  faults  in  their 
pastor;  but  if  they  feel  that  they 
can  no  longer  entrust  their  spirit¬ 
ual  guidance  to  him,  they  are 
through  with  him,  whether  they 
continue  the  habit  of  going  to 
church  or  not." 

The  Trumpet  here  gives  a  brief . 
resume,  with  extracts,  of  Dr.  Haef- 
address.  "Sometimes  confi¬ 
dence  is  a  vague  concept,  like 
'personality':  nevertheless,  it  is 
a  very  real  thing,  for  if  you  lose 
people’s  confidence,  you  also  for¬ 
feit  the  ability  to  influence  them 
for  good." 

Dr.  Haefner  mentioned  the  case 
a  pastor  who  labored  among 
his  ^Mple  for  seven  years  before 
he  felt  that  he  had  completely 
tn  their  confidence. 

"The  problem  of  a  young  stu¬ 
dent  who  has  the  ministry  in 
view  is  the  problem  of  learning 
and  mastering  the  technique 
which  will  help  him  to  win  the 
confidence  of  people.” 

Speclalsim  Necessary. 

First  and  foremost,  people 
st  the  specialist,  the  man  \^o 
knows.  What  then  is  the  Luth- 
minister’s  specialty?  What 
must  he  know  better  than  anyone 
else?  The  Lutheran  minister  is  a 
ialist  in  the  Bible,  in  the  art 
of  interpreting  God’s  will  to  his 
people.  Special  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  is  all  the  more  necessary  be- 
2  Lutheranism  is  centered  in 
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th  Bible;  all  its  theology  is  drawn 
from  the  sacred  scriptures.  This 
special  study  of  the  Bible  is 
something  that  the  student  can 
begin  right  here  in  college.” 

The  Human  Touch. 

“Another  technique  which  the 
student  may  cultivate  to  advan¬ 
tage  is  the  art  of  dealing  with  peo¬ 
ple  sympathetically,  understand¬ 
ing  them,  their  hopes,  their  cares, 
theii'  fears,  their  ideals.  What  we 
need  in  the  Lutheran  ministry  is 
not  primarily  a  technical  know¬ 
ledge  of  social  and  political  prob¬ 
lems,  but  rather  a  greater  sym¬ 
pathy  with  the  smiles  and  tears 
of  the  people,  a  broader  under  - 
standing  of  their  viewpoints,  in 
short,  the  “social  attitude.”  If  so¬ 
ciology  will  help  us  to  overcome 

ir  tendency  to  domineering  "and 

bitrary  dealing,  let  us  have 
—ore  of  it;  but  let  us  not  confuse 
technical  sociology  with  the  ack¬ 
nowledged  need  for  social  sym¬ 
pathy.  'We  are  members  of  one 
body,  and  when  one  member  suf¬ 
fers,  all  the  members  suffer  with 
him.’  ” 

Dr.  Haefner  concluded  hif  re¬ 
marks  by  urging  students  to  be¬ 
gin  cultivating  these  techniques 
already  in  their  college  environ¬ 
ment.  “Let  us  not  put  off  too 
long  the  great  decisions  of  life.”

Orchestral  Ensemble  Plays  to 
Large  Crowds  as  Electric 
Organ  Is  Exhibited. 

James  Robert  Gillette  and  his 
chamber  orchestra  presented  the 
second  in  the  series  of  Lyceum 
programs  before  a  hushed  audi¬ 
ence  Monday  evening,  Oct.  18,  in 
the  Wartburg  auditorium.  The 
nationally  famous  group  featur¬ 
ing  Mr.  Gillette  at  the  organ  and 
Miss  Lorraine  Mortineau,  a  violin 
soloist,  presented  a  mixed  program 
of  six  selections  including  a  com¬ 
position  by  Mr.  Gillette  entitled, 
“Paragraphs  from  a  Friend’s 
Diary.” 

Miss  Mariincau  Applauded. 

The  first  selection  was  Johann 
Christian  Bach's  famous  Sinfonia, 
No.  2  in  B  fiat  major.  This  consist¬ 
ed  of  three  movements,  the  allegro 
Ossor,  the  andante,  and  the  presto.

With  Alfred  Witt  - 
mann,  Jr.,  acting  as  chairman  of 
the  meeting,  which  immediately 
followed  the  business  of  eating, 
many  interesting  matters  were 
discussed. 

At  the  call  of  old  business  var¬ 
us  committee  reports  were  giv-

tional  members.  Roald  Brauiick, 
head  of  the  canvassing  committee, 
reported  all  new  members,  name¬ 
ly  none  other  than  the  new  Jun¬ 
ior  class.  The  objections  made  by 
August  Engelbrecht  III  were  soon 
refuted  by  William  Riekert,  the 
spokesman  of  the  juniors.  The 
juniors  were  unanimously  voted 
into  the  congregation.

However,  to  make  up  for  this 
lack  of  what  makes  you  want  to 
attend  Wartburg  today,  he  had  a 
North  hall.  And  he  called  it  “The 
Ambassador"  too.  So  when  you 
see  an  air  of  superiority  and  tradi¬ 
tion  about  Ambassador  residents, 
do  not  censor  them  for  their  up¬ 
pish  ways.  They  just  can't  help 
it! 

The  college  began  at  Waverly 
in  1879.  It  was  augmented  by  the 
college  department  from  Mendota, 
111.,  which  was  transferred  to  Wa¬ 
verly  in  1885. 

A  Few  Classics. 

Curiosity  impelled  your  writer 
to  inquire  about  the  intellectual 
fare  of  a  Wartburg  student  of 
'1887.  The  ancient  languages, 

*  Greek,  Hebrew,  and  Latin  were 
•emphasized  with  Christianity.  Ger- 
Iman,  mathematics  and  history  to 
I  liven  up  the  curriculum.  A  course 
'  in  education  for  the  practical  mon- 
i  etary-minded  was  offered. 

And  Some  Class. 

The  school  was  conducted  along 
■  the  line  of  the  gymnasium,  the 
{German  terms  for  university.  It 
j  really  had  five  classes,  labelled  in 
order  of  increasing  knowledge: 
Quinta,  Quarta,  Tertia,  Secunda. 
and  Prima.  Imagine  how  the 
Wartburg  frosh  of  today  would 
like  to  be  called  Quartas!  The 
Quinta  class  took  what  was  really 
a  preparatory  course  before  the 
college  training  proper  began.  Se¬ 
cunda,  Tertia  and  Prima  corre¬ 
spond,  of  course,  to  our  sopho¬ 
more,  junior  and  senior  classes  re¬ 
spectively. 

Classes  were  strictly  segregated. 
Quintas  and  Quartas  having  the 
'  side  of  Old  Main  as  a  class- 

_ 1.  The  Secundas  and  Tertios 

occupied  most  of  the  second  floor, 
while  ye  lofty  Piimas  studied  far 
away  from  the  tlirong,  up  on 
third. 

These  rooms  were  unique  in  that 
they  served  as  combination  living 
looms  and  classrooms.  The  stu¬ 
dent  stayed  in  the  same  room  all 
day,  and  at  the  end  of  each  hour 
of  class  ten  minutes  were  doled 
out  to  him  to  do  as  he  pleased.  He 
usually  talked,  most  other  pur¬ 
suits  having  been  ruled  out  as  too 
noisy.  However,  a  few  fierce  bat¬ 
tles  did  break  out  between  the 
Quintas  and  the  Quartas  when  the 
double  doors  were  opened  be¬ 
tween  what  is  now  the  bookstore 
and  the  room  immediately  to  the 
north. 

The  Pioneer  Atmosphere. 

No  comfy  chairs  and  lounges 
giaced  these  combination  rooms. 
The  lower  classmen  had  one  ord¬ 
inary  school  dsek  for  furniture, 
while  the  more  exalted  upper 
classmen  had  a  two-piece  suite — 
a  tabic  and  chair! 

In  the  evening  everyone  from 
Quinta  to  Prima  repaired  to  the 
attic  of  Old  Main,  where  silence 
reigned  supreme— or  else— until 
the  dawn  of  another  day. 

In  the  mornii^  all  made  a 
journey  of  four  flights  to  the  base¬ 
ment  to  wash  up  in  individual  tin 
basins,  containing  clear,  sparkling 
cold,  cold  water,  which  gurgled 
from  a  tank  a  little  higher  up.  In¬ 
cidentally.  the  tank  was  replen¬ 
ished  by  means  of  a  windmill  oyer 
a  well  situated  near  Old  Main. 
Now  wc  can  understand  the  reason 
for  handlebar  mustaches  in  those 
days! 

This  Is  Tradition. 

To  bi-cakfast!  That  was  in  the 
otiior  building,  North  Hall.  But  to 
be  specific  it  was  only  one-half  of 
North  hall,  the  east  half.  It  \ 
until  1912  that  the  addition 
built.  The  boys  dined  in  part  of 
the  same  dining  hall  we  use  today. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Prof.  H.  Kuhlmann,  father  of  the 
faculty  advisor  of  the  Wartburg 
Tiumpet  lived  in  North  Hall 
that  time. 

To  stretch  their  legs  the  boys 
had  four  city  blocks,  (which  " 
college  owns  today)  plus  n 
field.
